of Suffocating Persons

control and should never be used ex- 
cept by a trained worker. 


Another device is one in which the 


entire body of the patient is placed and 
in which he is then made to breathe by 
alternating the pressure on the out- 
side of the body. This apparatus is 
used particularly in cases of paralysis 
of breathing due to infantile paralysis 
or similar diseases, and is also most 
useful for gas poisoning. 


In such cases the patient is put in 


the machine and while his breathing is 
stimulated by the action of the ma- 
chine, he is also permitted to inhale 
regularly mixtures of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide. 


Remember—In cases of "suffocation 


do not wait for the coming of a lung- 
motor or a pulmotor or any other arti- 
ficial device. Start artificial respira- 
tion by the prone pressure method im- 
mediately.

Sometimes I wish the. race had been 


bprn without power to feel. I don't 
mean "touch," but just emotion. 


When I am distressed or discouraged 


or humiliated, I have tried something 
like the Ooue method. I say over and 
over to myself, "You don't feel any- 
thing. Nothing at all. You are just a 
bump like a stone or a clod of mud. 
You don't matter. You don't feel. You 
are a machine, dead, dead, dead to all 
feeling." 


And actually it does help. I matter 


too much to myself. We all matter too 
mucjh to ourselves. Who on earth 
cares how we feei.' And why should 
we care how we feel? 


Npw, this is a dangerous philosophy, 


but I do not believe too dangerous. Be- 
cause it won't interfere with our sym- 
pathy for others. It won't do anything 
but turn our eyes away from our in- 
grown'ego j^nd; sorrow for our plight. 
Arid it is high time that we desensitiz- 
ed ourselves, if you know what I 
mean. 


Too Prone to Suffer 


I think little children suffer too 


much. I think growing children suffer 
the tortures of the condemned from in- 
feriority and fear of people. I think 
that the average adult is a cringing 
and pitiable creature, robbed of his 
efficiency because of unsureness. And 
the whole darn world is tired and 
sorry for itself. This is the product of 
civilisation and nothing else but. 


I know full well what many are 


thinking. That my own peculiar rea- 
soning is haywire and that all the love- 
liness of living would be lost with- 
out the human element, the element 
of suffering. Loveliness always de- 
pennds on suffering. Paradoxical as 
it sounds, we dress up pathos half the 


time as loveliness. We dress up self- 
ishness as grandeur. Any school-mas- 
ter philosopher can tellyou that noth- 
ing on earth is ever done without some 
selfish reason, if it is only to save our 
own consciences. We offer help, for 
instance, to others, just because we 
can't bear to know they are suffering. 
We are easing ourselves. 


All this tirade on feeling because I 


think many of our children get tired 
and sick and unhappy from sheer feel- 
ing. They don't like to study. They 
don't like to work. They don't like to 
do much of anything that takes real 
digging. Then, because they don't like 
it, they develop a real fatigue. They 
aren't tired. They are fighting their 
feelings, which generates a fatigue as 
real as if they had pulled a Volga boat 
for eighteen hours along mud banks. 


Tiredness Not Physical 


What the actual muscles and brain 


can stand is so amazing that no one 
would believe it if I quoted facts. Our 
bodies are capable of ten times as 
much work as we do. We are not 
physically or mentally tired, when we 
complain of weariness, but unless there 
Ls a real hitch in metabolism or body 
chemistry, we are tired "feelingly." 


And so I say. Do try to teach the 


children to break away from thinking 
forever of themselves. Toughen their 
fiber. They cannot be treated as alli- 
gators that have no feeling of any sort 
and therefore live a thousand years, 
but they can be taught to think that the 
v/ay they feel about hustling, or study- 
ing, isn't going to ruin them. I don't 
want to standardize the race. But 
neither do I wish ot se us turn into a 
nation of self pi tiers. Give it some 
thought.

Story of Our first C.rent Red Scnrp. 


The first great red scare in American 


history was touched off on the night of 
Hay 4, 1886, when someone—unidenti- 
fied to this day—threw a bomb at n 
platoon of policemen who were nd- 
ndvancing on a radical moss meeting 
in Chicago's Haymarket Square.

Henry Davis gives an 
excellent, 


painstakingly thorough history of the 
case in "The History of the Haymarket 
Affair" (Farrnr Si Rinehart: $4). Im- 
partial and studious, he does not try 
to whitewash anyone or to justify any- 
thing; he is simply after facts. 


He concludes that all the men pun- 


ished for the crime were innocent; 
that the bomb probably was thrown 
by an anarchist, as the state contended, 
but that no conspiracy existed; and 
that the revolutionary movement in 
America actually was helped by the 
publicity given the case. 


But it is as a study of moss hysteria 


that his book is truly valuable today. 
He'shows us how a community and a 
nation can lose their heads; how intelli- 
gent and reputable men can be utterly 
blinded by prejudice, the existence of 
which they are unaware; how the fears 
of the public can be played on by un- 
scrupulous leaders until justice and 
fair play become quite unattainable. 


The record is worth rending. What 


happened in the Haymarket case can 
happen again—has happened again, 
within fairly recent memory. By see- 
ing how .it happened and why, we 
may fortify ourselves against another 
repetition.

Hempstead county farm homes. Dozens 
of rugs of nil sizes, shapes, styles, ma- 
terials, and colors, arc already In use, 
and more arc in the maklnp. reports 
Miss Bullington, home demonstration 
agent. 


The vogue of hand-made rugs has 


undergone a marked revival. They 
are strong and durable, easy to keep 
clean, and can be made in any size, 
shape, or combination of colors to suit 
special rooms and color schemes, Mi?s 
Sybil Bates, extension specialist in 
home Industries, University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture, points out 
in an Arkansas Extension Circular re- 
cently published. 


Because of the high cost of hand la- 


bor, these rugs arc expensive when 
purchased, but they may be made nt 
home with Kiiuill expense, and often 
from materials which would otherwise 
be thrown away. Directions for de- 
signing, selection of color, dyeing the 
material and making hooked, braided, 
crocheted, and woven rugs arc found 
in this circular written by Miss Bates.

"For the first time, The Literary Di- 


gest's 1936 Presidential Poll lists re- 
turns from the forty-eight states," the 
magazine states in its current issue. 


"In report number seven, 556,773 new 


ballots have been entered, checked and 
tabulated.

For the sixth consecutive week, 


President Roosevelt lias nicked the 
lead captured by Landon in the initial 
scoring.

"Still to be counted in, however, is 


much of the big city vote. Only 45,480 
New York City ballots arc included in 
this week's report; 53,181 from Phila- 
delphia; 17,268 from Pittsburgh, none 
from Chicago or Cleveland. 


"Since commentators had repeatedly 


stressed their belief that the vote in 
the largest cities, with preponderantly 
industrial populations, would show 


lltat in other cities, the Literary Di- 
gest decided this year to treat the 
major cities separately, sample the 
voters there more earnestly and more 
exhaustively. 
Hence, these returns 


necessarily must lag behind the Foil as 
a whole. 


"So far, New York City returns 


show 28,327 for the President, 13,694 
tor the Governor, Illinois results do not 
include Chicago, Ohio figures omit 
Cleveland. In Philadelphia, Roosevelt 
leads with 52,8 per cent to Landon's

Pittsburgh, scene of the Chief 


Executive's recent fiery address at 
Forbes Field, shows a similar lead, 
with 53.5 per cent to 38.5. 


"A great deal has been said about the 


part relief workers and other ben- 
eficiaries of Federal aid arc likely to 
play in the election.

22,500,000 pas- 
senger automobile owners and 10,650,- 
000 residence telephone subscribers, 
according to recent surveys. 


"Obviously, even if one took the lib- 


erty of assuming that 100 per cent of 
the 16,250,000 who have received aid 
from the government will vole for 
RooKCVclt. there would be the tempta- 
tion to place a disproportionate em- 
phasis on this minority of the elect- 
orate. 


"As a matter of f.ict, about one- 


eighth of those on relief, according to 
an official New York survey, will not 
bo eligible to vole at all. And judg- 
ing from .some of the farm state re- 
turns, a considerable number of ben- 
eficiaries will none the less vote for 
Governor Landon. 


"Lcmke wobbles along in the rear,

The so-cnlled ra/zlo-dazzle 
was-grand entertainment while it lasted, but after two giddy seasons, funda- 
mentalists clearly have demonstrated that too much of it is unsound. They 
have forced leading exponents of lateral passing to curb excessive handling 
of the ball, especially behind the line of scrimmage. 


There were times in 1934 and '35®-

when it appeared that the changing 
trend, born of the rule prohibiting an 
opponent from advancing a fumbled 
ball, eventually would lead to the pig- 
skin baing round instead of oblirtg. 
so the noble athletes could dribble as 
well as lug if down the field. 


It was suspected that some of the 


leftists might even go so far as to sug- 
gest flipping the spheroid over the 
crossbar instead of kicking for the ex- 
tra point. 


there was no getting away from the 


fact that the good old he-man game 
of football was rapidly and alarmingly 
drifting from the blocking and tackling 
that goes with power plays. 


From the outset of the hocuspocus 


craze, 
fundamentalists 
contended 


that the lateral could be employed ad- 
vantageously against 
first-rate 
op- 


position sparingly and when combined 
with a strong running attack. But 
leftists continued to 'please alumni 
and -patrons and to fill stadiums by 
running up lopsided scores against in- 
ferior rivals with as many as five men 
juggling the ball as though it were n 
red-hot potato. 


Wanted to Play Catch 


Meanwhile, blocking and tackling, 


the 'backbone of American football, 
was sadly neglected. Those who should 
hove been running interference loit- 
ered about the carrier looking for a 
spontaneous lateral. 


It got so that defensive players 


tackled high, if at all, because they 
expected the carrier to chuck the ball 
to. somebody else. Virtually, they all 
became guards, as in basketball. The 
object was to block the pass as much 
as it was to bring the carrier down. 


The adherents of volley ball drop- 


ped key games to opponents of equal 
strength, but this was lost sight of on 
following Saturdays, when they pour- 
ed it on for weaker :teams with fly- 
ing trapezes an8 other doodads that 
spell highly accumulative scoring. 


But overwhelming victories over less 


fortified foes will not forever screen 
losses of important games, and even 
those who fell'hardest for aerial cir- 
cuses now demand a return to a more 
effective, though spectacular, style.
